5. Summary/Purpose Thishill prohibits the use of afirearm equipped with a Sghting device other
than iron or open sights between one hour after sunset and one hour before sunrise. Any person who
violates this provison is guilty of a Class 2 misdemeanor, will lose his hunting privileges for the next
license year, and will have to forfet hisfirearm. In addition, if the person isfound hunting during the
prohibited period, he is subject to a separate pendty of a Class 2 misdemeanor.
